Hule Draining Will Harness 
100M. Cubic Metres of Water 


The draining of the Hule swamps—a preject that has 
been under negotiation for the past 19 years—will begin 
as soon. as the winter rains have passed, Dr. A. Granott, 
Director of the Jewish National Fund, told the press yes- 
terday. Some tenders have already been invited. 


When completed, in three to 
four vears’ time, some 100 
million cubic metres of water, 
which now run to waste 
through evaporation every 
year, will have been harness- 
ed to irrigate at least 200,000 
cunams — a very important 
contribution toward solving 
Israel's irrigation problem 
In addition the 60,000 dunams 
of fertile soil reclaimed from 
the swamps will provide room 
for 2,000 farm units engaged 
in intensive agriculture. 

Their yield is expected to 
be so high that it will very 
s00n cover @ great part of the 
outlay of several miliion 
pounds which the project re- 
quires. The scheme wil) also
